CHARLES YOUNG declares as follows: 

1 . I am the inventor of the subject matter of the above-identified patent application. 

2. I conceived and invented the Inventive subject matter disclosed but not claimed 
in U.S. Patent No. 6.322,368 to Young et al. and cited by the Examiner in rejecting the above- 
identified patent application under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Young et al., which 
rejection stated that Young et al. discloses an automated method of collecting audience 
recognition infonnation concerning a video presentation, the method comprising the steps of: 
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displaying an entire video presentation to a plurality of subjects; subsequently inquiring of eacli 
of the subjects by computer whether each of a plurality of still images obtained from the video 
presentation are recognized by each of the subjects, the inquiring step taking place after the 
displaying step; and for each of the still images, tabulating a percentage of the subjects 
reporting recognition by remembrance of the still image in the inquiring step, and further stating 
that Young et al. discloses wherein the displaying and inquiring apparatus comprise a computer 
local to each subject.
